An Old Habit 

This scene is enacted at least 
three times a week, for Lord Eg- 
mont has led a life of oil, and the 
habit is not easily lost. Though he 
has inherited money, a wonderfui 
estute and an old title, the Kari 
has known grinding poverty anu 
remains first and foremost, “a man 
for a’ that,” 

The only money he understand: 
is that which he has earned, which 
he con feel and which he can pui 
at ounce into his pocket. It is to. 
this reason Lhat be insists on cash 
transaction, apd the money he 
made this morning means life it 
self to him 

indeed, so strongly does he fee. 
about the matter that he wii 
imake his son no definite allowance. 
He prefers that his son should 
learn to “earn his keep” So, it the 
young Viscount requires any poc 
ket money he bas his father’s de- 
finite instructions to ‘go out, shoot 
rabbits and sell them” 

Rabbits can sell for a shilling a 
piece just now, and the estate is 
overrun with them since the Earl 
decided to reduce his staff; and it 
Is fortunate that both father and 
bon ure excellent shots, since 
there are BOW DO gamekeepers 
Shooting for the Pot 

“I can't afford to miss” said 
Lord Egmont, when complimentea 
by @ man who buys laregly from 
him, “for 1 shoot for the pot.’ 

This is no idle talk, for neither 
father nor 0B Bas any person: 
servant. Ip fact, the whole stati is 
comprised of three gardeners— 
where formerly there were twenty- 
four and one chauffeur, who tends 
the only motor owned by the Bar, 
to wit, the “tlivver” lorry. 

No obsequious gatekeeper throws 
wide the wrought iron gates em: | 
bossed with a golden escutcheon, 
for the passage of the Earl. He! 
and his son do this sort of thing 
for themselves at Avon Castle, and 
in the only two rooms they occupy 
in the building itself they do, be- 
tween them, all their own cooking, 
washing and laundry work.
